On the reverse is an Ipoh arrival mark of 31 JY 1921 
and a feint boxed “T Cents 4” mark denoting that postage due of 4 cents was charged.

On the reverse there is a Taiping transit mark of 
8 AU 1921, a boxed “T Cents 4” mark denoting that postage due of 4 cents was charged and an arrival 
mark of Sitawan of 10 AU 1921.

Also on the obverse there is an Indian “T” (taxe) mark together with a red manuscript “70c" to denote 
double the deficiency in French centimes. On the reverse is an Ipoh transit mark of 18 AU 1921 and 
a rectangle “T Cents 4” mark indicating that postage due of 4 cents was charged, confirmed by the 

manuscript "4" on the obverse. The Kampar arrival mark also on the reverse is 19 AU 1921.

There is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark and a manuscript “30c” to indicate double the deficiency in French 
centimes. There is also a blue manuscript “72° showing the Malayan postage due. 

On the reverse there is an Ipoh transit mark of 15 September 1921 and a boxed “T cents 12° to denote 
the postage due charged. There is also a Kampar arrival mark of 16 September 1921.

The Kampar arrival mark is 8 OC 1921.

There is also a Kampar arrival mark 
of 22 October 1921.
